Neighbours told the police investi- 
gators they thought the constable 
killed his 30-year-old wife Suraya 
and his mother-in-law, Khadija, 70, 
because he was opposed to having 
the old woman move in with them. 

The two bodies were found in 
Aisha's flat after the policeman 
turned himself in. The preliminary 
investigation showed the women 
had been killed with Aisha’s service 
weapon. iy :

at White House 
to guard files 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — FBI agents yesterday moved into the 
offices of three departing White House aides while the U.S. Senate 


passed a resolution urgim; 
investigator to head the i 
gate bugging affair. 

Presidential Press Secretary Ro- 
neld Ziegler said the agents of the 
F.B.1. had been ordered to protect 
official papers in the offices of for- 
mer aides John Ehrifchman, H.R. 
Haldeman and White House Counsel 
John Dean. But authoritative sources 
said the agents were also checking 
papers in the offices. 

Mr. Ziagler dented suggestions 
that the White House was concern- 
ed that the departing officials would 
take White House files, 

(The Associated Press reported 
that yesterday morning Haldeman 
and Ehrlichman were seen leaving 
the White House carrying stacks of 
documents. Soon after, it became 
known that Nixon’s Watergate in- 
vestigators had posted F.BI. cgents 
at their offices and other locations 
where Watergate-related files are 


(Sources say that a Haldeman-Er- 
Uchman search for documentation 
began deys before President Nizon 
accepted their resignation Monday 
and is an attempt to prove tacir 
claim of innocence.) 

Mr. Ziegler sald Mr. Haldeman 
and Mr. Erhlichman had agreed 
with the guarding procedure, and 
that if they wanted to look at any 
documents in their offices théy would 
have to do so under supervision of 
the F.B.L agents. 

Informed sources said the pre- 
sence of the F.BI. at the White 
House indicated that Mr. Hilfot Ri- 
chardson, former Defence Secretary 
who was nominated Monday as At- 
torney-General, had lost no time in 
tackling the Watergate case. The 
former Attorney-General, Richard 
Kleindienst, resigned on the grounds 
that he was involved with people 
connected with tthe case, 

Many Congressmen joined in wide- 
Spread bipartisan praise for Mr. 
Nixon’s drastic shake-up of his ad- 
visers, and his acceptance of full 
responsibility even though he had 
no _prior Imowledge of the bugging. 

But there was enough dissatis- 
faction and disquiet to indicate that 
the scandal would not‘ disappear 
quickly,

One Congressional source sald 
there was “quiet talk” among Con- 
gressmen to impeach the President 
if it could be shown he knew about 
the bugging plot and efforts to 
conceal it. 

While there was general relief 
that Mr, Nixon had begun to clean 
house over the Watergate affair, 
observers said he had falled, in his 
television address, to win the first 
round in his fight for unity. 

Mr. Nixon faced a suspicious 
press, with many leading newspapers 
saying he had not done enough to 
reassure the country and prove that 
he wag determined to root out ail 
evil. 

The “New York Times" and the 
“Washington Post” said he did what 
was inevitable ‘but not all that was 
necessary. And the “Washington- 
Star-News.” which had supported 
Mr. Nixon until the Watergate af- 
fair exploded in the headlines, sug- 
gested he might eventually have to 
resign.

Six Soviet 
immigrants 
ask meeting 
with Meir

Six Soviet immigrants, all of whom 
have been imprisoned by the Séviet 
authorities for Zionist activities, 
appeared outside the Prime Minis- 
ter’s Office’ during the Cabinet meet- 
ing on Monday. They requested per- 
migsion to address the Cabinet or 
to meet with Mrs. Meir in order to 
urge open support by the Israeli 
government for the Jackson Amend- 
ment. Their spokesman, Dov Sper- 
ling, was told by Eli Mizrachi, De- 
puty Director of the Prime Minis-, 
ter’s Bureau, that their request to 
meet with Mrs. Meir would be con- 
sidered, 

The six sent a telegram to Sena- 
tor Jackson stating that his campalgn 
represented the only hope for Soviet 
Jewry. “We are certain you will 
not falter under pressure,” they 
said.

Mehta lauds Israel 
cultural resources 


TEL AVIV, — Maestro Zubin Mehta 
arrived here yesterday for two spe- 
cial concerts to be given by the 
Israel Philharmonic Orchestra in 
celebration of Israel's 25th Indepen- 
dence Day. 

The concerts, in Tel Aviv on 
May 7 and in Jerusalem on the 
following day, will feature Mahler’s 
Second Symphony {with soprano 
Stella Richmond and contratto Mau- 
reen Forrester, as well as three 
massed choirs of the kibbutz move- 
ment) along with the world pre- 
miere of the LP.O.-prize winning 
composition, Joachim Stutschewsiy’s 
“Israel,” and Beethoven's Leonore 
Overture No. 3. 

“You know,” said Mr. Mehta as 
spon as he had alighted at Lod, 
‘it's a pity that the world’s image 
of Israel on Independence Day, as 
officially publicized outside the coun- 
try, is exclusively devoted to the 
absorption of immigrants and to 
militaristic matters, with absolutely 
no mention of Israel's rich cultural 
resources like the great IP.O. or 
Israel’s ballet companies. 

“Now, we at the Israel Phithar- 
monic, to give just one example 
out of many, are preparing an out- 
standing cultural and musical event 
for the occasion, which the Israel 
Government hag not publicized at 
all. We are doing the Mahler Sec- 
ond because of the great spiritual 
fulfilment it gives to Usteners. It 
speaks of the great ‘spiritual-philo- 
sophic-humanistic resurrection of 
all mankind, and thus, to me, is 
far more appropriate to the celeb- 
ration of Israel's independence than 
any other composition (except per- 
haps Beethoven's Ninth).” 

Though still exhausted from the 
long filght, Maestro Mehta's excite- 
ment was obvious: “If had to cancel 
four appearances in Los Angeles so 
that I could be here for these con- 
certs, but of course I could not 
think of doing anything else. By 
the way, the Mahler Second will be 
sung in Hebrew. We have truly 
first-rate soloists. Maureen Forres- 
ter, of course, needs no introduction. 
She is one of the world's greatest 
singers. And, happily, for the 


smaller soprano role we did not 
peed to import a singer. Stella 
Richmond ts one of the most 
talented Israel singers, a true 
‘lyrlcospinto’ singer.”

The commis- 
sion agreed to cancel its original 
decision to stop paying extra emolu- 
ments to engineers according ‘to 
their university degrees. 

Meanwhile, it was announced on 
Monday that building workers‘ 
wages have gone up by seven per 
cent. The new agreement with con- 
tractors for 1973/4 provides a daily 
basic wage scale ranging from 
IL25.7 to 10.49.8, plus increased so- 
cial welfare benefits.

LABOUR CRISIS LOOMS

This utoplan image of what 
France might be Hke if the en- 
tire nation downed tools simul- 
taneously ia the theme of @ cur- 
rent box-office success entitled 
“The Year 01." This week, as 
the strike at the state-owned Re- 
nault automobile company, the 
biggest firm in France, ground 
into its fifth week, many French- 
men were beginning to wonder 
whether their technological revo- 
lution is about to he supplanted 
by a non-consumer society of the 
type they can behold at their 
jocal cinema. 


Renault paralysed 


Paralysis set in at Renault 
when 373 body shop men waiked 
out in protest against their work- 
ing conditions. The strikers claim- 
ed that although they were right 
at the bottom of the factory's 
pay indder their jobs warranted 
payment at the rates offered to 
skilled workers. Almost the en- 
tire body shop staff are immi- 
grants who send the bulk of their 
Menthly pay cheques to their 
families in North Africa, Portugal 
and Spain. Egged on by left- 
wing militants — the trade unions 
jumped on the band wagon only 
when they realized it was roll- 
ing ahead relentlessiy out of their 
controt — the foreigners discover- 
ed they were indispengable to 
France's industrial development, 
not because they possess any 
unique technical skills but he- 
couse they accept jobs which 
Frenchmen refuse to handle. 

The body shop stoppage at the 
malin Renault plant ia Billancourt, 
ἃ Paris suburb, threw thousands 
of workers In other workshops 
out of work. But when the orl- 
ginal small band of strikers ob- 
tained satisfaction and went back 
to their jobs, their French col- 
leagues refused to follow suit.
